IRELAND'S WOES. 


BALFOUR ARRANGING FOR THE SUPPRES- 
SION OF THE NATIONAL LEAGUE. 


Sir John Wilmot’s Irish Home-Rule Scheme 
—Morley and Gladstone—Burke Evicted 
—An Englishman’s Clever Escape From 
Bulgarian Brigands— The Riots at White 
House—Opening of Parliament in Hol- 
land—Foreign News. ;

LONDON, September 19.—Balfour’s visit to 
Ireland was for the purpose of arranging the 
suppression of certain partsof the National 
League. The League is not to be suppressed 
en bloc, only certain branches in the districts 
which the Government regard as dangerous. 
All the Clare and Keary branches are likely 
to be suppressed. A Conservative member, 
Sir John Wilmot, who has always shown 
friendliness to Ireland, has drawn up a 
scheme which contains proposals for National 
Councils to meet in Dublin in November every 
year, to deal with Irish private bills, subject 
to the revision of asecond chamber, which is 
to consist of Irish peers, the sittings 
of both houses to close in December. This 
plan is utterly impracticable, for it takes no 
account of Irish aspirations and would leave 
Ireland still governed by English anti-national 
,influences. It is, however, a sign of the times, 
as is an article in the new Conservative 
paper in Lord Randolph’s constituency, which 
proposes that Churchill should resume his old 
part as the friend of the Irish members and 
exponent of a moderate system of home rule. 
There are, indeed, many indications of a 
fresh clearage in the Tory ranks. It goes 
without saying thut Ireland is the question on 
on which the split will occur. 

IDLE RUMORS. 

Rumors of Morley’s difference with Glad- 
stone are revived without, I believe, any 
truth whatever. Morley was the statesman 
who defined the expanded concessions which 
Sir George Trevelyan found satisfactory.

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HON. WILLIAM WALTER PHELPS DISCUSSES 
THE POLITICAL SITUATION. . 


The Work of the Recent Republican Con- 
vention at Saratoga—Protection Badly 
Needed—Blaine and the Presidency— 
Cleveland Weak but His Renominatiocn 
Certain—Senator Hiscock’s Skill as a Po- 
litical Manager. 


By telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcH. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., September 19.—William 
Walter Phelps of New Jersey has been bere a 
couple of days, looking after lodgings for the 
winter. Mr. Phelps, talked very freely with / 
the PosT-DISPATCH correspondent, regarding 
the significance of his presence at the Sara- 
toga convention and on politics in general: 
„It has been my habit for thirty years to be 
at Saratoga, andI was just completing my 
annual visit there when the Republican Con- 
vention assembled. I did not think it neces- 
gary to run away because a Republican con- 
vention was approaching. I did not think 
the presence in Saratoga of my old friends, 
Hiscock, Miller and Platt and others who 
were going to nominate a ticket thet would 
carry the State of New York, would spoil my 
mineral water. 
Then you really had nothing to do with the 
convention?’’ 
Nothing except as a Republican friend who 
looked on pleased to see harmony that pre- 
gaged almost certain victory for the ticket 
they were to nominate.’’ 
How can yeu feel so sure with that grow- 
Ing temperanges vote in the State, which is not 
likely to dimisish this year?’’ 
Nou are right about that. It will increase 
some. It may take from us next fall 46,000 
good Republican votes, but George and his 
labor ticker will take from the Democratic 
party 60,000z00d square votes.“ 
„Is thereno truth in the story that you were 
at Saratom to get an indorsement for Blaine?“ 
„No, neither Blaine, myself nor any of his 
friends wanted an indorsement now. It is a 
year ahead. When the time comes he will get 
it—at least if the next convention has the same 
sympathiss. When joking allusions were made 
in Senator Hiscock’s parlors, where was gath- 
ered most of the leaders of the convention, to 
this gbeurd story,said Senator Hiscock: ‘I sus- 
pectthere is no doubt,gentiemen, if Mr.Phelps 
went in and offered the resolution indorsing 
Mr. Maine this convention would pass it by an 
overwhelming majority.’ There was cheerful’ 
perroboration and no dissent in the part where

REV. DR. NICCOLLS ATTACKS THE VEILED 
PROPHET’S PROCESSION. 


Condemnation ef the Use of Sacred Scenes 
— The Representations Denounced as 
Sacrilegious—One of the Blunders of the 
Year—The Pastors of the City Generally 
Indorse the Position—Dr. Greene Hasa 
Different Opinion and Rev. J. H. Gar- 
rison Thinks the Floats Will Be Good 
Object-Lessons—The Ark as a Bau- In- 
vitation Holder—Some Sharp Interviews 
~The Veiled Prophets Say the Floats 
Will Not Be Changed. 


The congregation atthe Second Presbyterian 
Church was treated last night to what it did 
not expect, and after the services were over 
there was the liveliest buzz of conversation in 
the ulsles and vestibule that the old vine- 


veneered edifice had heard for some 
time. The Second Church is consid- 
ered almost sure to be the one 


which the President will attend during 
his visit here, and thus it has a closer connec- 
tion with the festivities than any other church 


in the city. So, when Kev. Dr. Nic- 
colls, the pastor, last evening began 
mention the Veiled Prophets’ 


procession, every ear was carefully turned to 
catch his remarks. He had not proceeded farin 
this portion of his discourse before it was ob- 
served that the attentiveness of the audience 
was justified by the serious way the preacher 
was handling the procession of his veiled 
majesty. 
A SURPRISED AUDIENCE. 

Dr. Niccolls referred to the fact that the au- 
thorities of New York City had interfered and 
prevented the ‘‘Passion Play“ in that city, 
but he thought that the coming display of 
the Veiled Prophet was no less and of- 
fense to the religious sentiment than would 
have been the ‘‘Passion Flay. At this state- 
ment a decidedly interested look passed 


over the faces in the congregation. 
The Second Church has 51 large 
and wealthy membership, and many 
of those interested in the success of 
the procession were within sound of the 
speaker’s voice. Others who knew this 
quickly sought out these faces and 
watched to sce what effect the 
statement would have on them. But Dr. 


Niccolls did not wait. He proceeded with the 
subject, but carefully and deliberately, as it 
every word had been weighed carefully and 
its effect anticipated. He remarked upon 
the fact that invitations to the ball winding up 
the procession were inclosed in a miniature 
representation of the Hebrew Ark of the Cev- 
enant, kept in the Holy of Holies of the taber- 
ernacie and temple, and which only the 
High Priest was permitted to look upon, and 
he but once a year, on the great day of atone- 
ment. In close companionship in the Ark 
are the Ten Commandments in Hebrew 
and the ball ticket, and beaming upon 
them is the ‘‘shekinah,’’ the rays of divine 
light from the greatI Am, while angel forms 
look approvingly upon the singular compan- 
ionship within the sacred Ark. 
A SACRILEGIOUS BLUNDER. 

Reaching this point Dr. Niccolls with a 

slight increase in volume of voice, as if not 


wishing a word to be lost, said 
slowly: ‘‘In this shocking prostitution

Dusvave, Io., September 19,—The most dis- 
astrous and fatal railroad accident that has 
oceurred in this vieinity for years took place 
this morning at five minutes past seven 
on the Chicago, Milwaakee & St. Paul Rall- 
road, two miles north of Dubuque. Two 
passenger trains collided on the curve around 
Eagle Point, by which the two engineers and 
one fireman were instantly killed, the other 
fireman and brakeman dying during the fore- 
noon, in all five persons. Charles Fales, 
one of the oldest engineers on the road, was 
on the engine of the south-bound train and 
Elmer Winchester, on the north-bound train. 
William Richmond and Edward Cummins were 
the two firemenand alllived in Dubuque. John 
Perni of Milwaukee, brakeman on the 
borth-bound train, was instantly killed. He 
was riding on the engine, so as to open the 
switch at Peru, three miles beyond, and the 
regular meeting-place of the two trains. J. 
J. O’Brien, express messenger, and one of the 
postal clerks, were badly shaken up, but 
not seriously hurt. None of the passengers 
were injured beyond a few bruises, except 
Richard Wright of Holy Cross, who was com- 
ing to Dubuque. He was injured in the back, 
but not dangerously. The engines were 
wrecked and were thrown intoa shapeless 
mass.

Letter From a Missionary Bishop’s Assistant 
in the Congo Country. 


From the Burlington (Vt.) Free Press, September 8. 
The Rev. Dr. Eaton, pastor of the Meth- 
odist Church of this city, has kindly fur- 
nished us for publication the following in- 
teresting letter from Mr. J. C. Waller, 
who left this city for Africain April last 
to serve under Bishop William Taylor in 
his self-supporting mission work in that 
country: 
BANANA, CONGO FREE STATE, SOUTHWEST 
Coast, Africa, July 10, 1887. 
My PEAR DR. Eaton—The cause of our de- 
lay in writing you is that we have had a very 
trying time in the acclimatizing of our party. 
My wife has had a hard siege of the fever, and 
both of the children have been down with it, 
but all are now well. Atone time all but two 
of our party, twenty-one in number, were 
down withthe fever, I being one of the fort- 
unate ones who have thus farecaped. * * *# 
The present season is what they call mid- 
winter on this side of the equator. The ther- 
mometer ranges thus: At 6 a. m., 72 deg.; 10 
to 12 m., 82 deg.; 12 to6 p. m., 80 deg. ; from 
evening till morning, 70 deg.; though it hus 
been as low as 60 deg. since we have been 
here. We sleep with two biankets over us. 
Now let me teil you about the natives of this 
region, Poor things! They do not seem to 
know Much. They are strong and muscular 
and carry immense loads on their heads. 
They have not learned to carry burdens in any 
other way. One ot the Government officials 
had some wheelbarrows made and sent here. 
He told one of the natives to get one and 
bring it to him, and the poor thing tried to 
bring it on his head. And when it was loaded 
four of them picked it up and were going to 
carry it! 
The natives do not require any tailors or 
dressmakers. One of them having received a 
present of an old hat and umbrella, put on his 
hat and marched around under his umbrella 
feeling as big as a King. Bishop Taylor and 
myself were present at a meeting of Kings 
which had been called for consultation with 
the Bishop. They call such meetings ‘‘a 
palaver. We wanted to establish a mission 
and the object of our meeting was to ascertain 
whether or not they would permit us to come 
among their peopie. Our conference with 
them lasted more than an hour, They con- 
sented to our establishing a mission among 
them and engaged to let their subjects work 
for us in building a house, etc., for the school- 
ing we would give them. 
The Bishop has appointed me for this, the 
first station on the north side of the Congo, 
and Iexpect to have the house finished in 
about three or four weeks from date. 
I must tell you just how the Oings that we 
met were dressed. King No. 1 had three dif- 
ferent kinds of blankets wrapped around him 
as he sat on his throne, which was an empty 
gin cask with an old native mat thrown over 
it. King No. 2came marching in with nothin 
on but an old coat, which looked like one 
Lord Nelson’s cast-off coats. The lace on the 
sleeves came down tobis finger’s ends and 
the broad collar with fancy facings 
folded back to shoulders. He 
wae accompanied bya servant who carried 
an umbrella over him. King No.8 had on a 
reen coat which formerly belonged to one of 
he London sharpshooters. He also wore a 
vest. These two articles constituted his en- 
tire wardrobe. There were seven Kings at the 
meeting, andall were dressed in a similar 
fashfon. One of them bad brass rings on his 
ankles and three or four iron rings on his 
arms. The servants placed before us seven 
bottles of palm wine, one from each King. We 
asked for water, saying we did not drink wine, 
and water was brought us. The Kin bore 
themselves with great dignity throughout the 
entire interview. 
Our stores consist of flour, dried apples, 


Chicago corned beef, coffee, rice, sugar, etc. 
We can buy chickens, eggs and other articles 
of food from the natives until we a start in 


raising thin for ourselves, which will not 
take long, at the sollis very productive, and 
we can soon have our own g and raise 


everything necessary.

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TIE SALVATION ARMY. 
A RELIGIOUS ORGANIZATION WITH POW- 
ERFUL INFLUENCE IN ENGLAND, 


Opposed to the Church of Engiand—Gen. 
Booth’s Perfect Control of the Great 
Army—His Vast Wealth—Dissenters Join. 
ing the Org A Powerful Polit- 
ical Factor of the Future.

New Tonk, September 19.—The Won to- 
day publishes the following London letter 
from T. C. Crawford under date of September 
6: The Salvation Army is very strong in En- 
gland. It is surprising to see how many re- 
cruits Gen. Booth has made sinee the estab- 
lishment of his peculiar form of religion. 
With us the salvationists have never made 
much headway, but in England they are 
strong, and are each year growing in power 
andriches. It is a form ot religion that makes 
an appeal to the people, in the streets. The 
people who walk the streets of London are 
fond of noise and excitement. The Salvation 
Army, therefore, attracts them. Gen. 
Booth, who is at the head of 
the army, is to-day a very rich man. 
Tbe collections made by him through various 
divisions of the army have been invested, 
from time to time, in real estate n London. I 
am told by those who know that the General 
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Gen. Booth, Commander of the Salvation Army. 


and his wife control property to the amount of 
$2,000,000. Throughont London there are 
numerous Salvation Army barracks. These 
barracks are always comfortable buildings, 
where the army people appear to have no 
dificuity in raising the money to pay their 
rent and for comfortable maintenance of their 
quarters. The army’s recruits are largely from 
the working classes. Thereis no doubtthatthe 
life of a Salvation Army man is becoming 
very attractive to the average workingman. 


In the first place, the army now provides 


solid, comfortable clothing for its recruits, 
heavy-soled shoes and a place of abode. In- 
stead of performing hard, manual labor, the 
recruit wears a comfortable uniform and has 
nothing else to do except march about and 
harrangue his fellow creatures. As the En- 
glish are fond of talking, and equally enjoy 
the street parades and spectacies, it naturally 
follows that the army, being able to pay and 
clothe its recruits comfortably, steadily gains 
strength, in spite of the ridicule which is 


heaped on it. 
GROWTH OF THE ARMY. 

In a number of instances leaders of the army 
have been arrested, during the last two or 
three months, for obstructing streets where 
they meet, but I have noticed that whenever 
arrests were made, such arrests have been re- 
garded by the masses in the nature of persecu- 
tions and the result has been to increase the 
popularity and the strength of the army. The 
newer growth of the army is chiefly in the 
provinces. The representatives of the estab- 
lished Church of England never miss an op- 
portunity to denounce the leaders of the Sal- 
vation Army as fanatics, blasphewers of holy 
things, and men whose principles 
are dangerous to the morals of society. 
The result has been that opposition of the 


Church of England toward these wandering 
street preachers has had the effect of strength- 
ening them by bringing to their support the 
very strong dissenting element which exists 
throughout the provinces of England. I 
should not be surprised if tbe organization 
vf the Salvation Army should in the end 
comprise and take in the greater part of the 
‘issenters. The dissenters know no way to 
make their opposition to the Church of En- 
giand wore clear than by associating 
themselves with the Salvation Army crowd 
which, in the minds of the Church of England 
people, represents everythin sensational, 
coarse, Vulgar and unrefined, while the Church 
of England is supposed to represent the very 
height and zenith of respectability. The 
bolsy, energetic, never-we ing Salvation 
Army people are producing a decided change 
of opinion throughout the rural districts.

TERRY VS. TERRY. 


The Promised Sensational Divorce Case to 
Be Taken Out of Court.

NEW YorxK, September 19.—There are strong 
grounds for the belief that the suit of Mrs. 
Grace Dalton Terry for absolute divorce from 
her husband, Antonio Terry, a son of the late 
Cuban Crosus, Tomaso Terry, will never 
come to trial. This announcement was made 
inthe papers several days ago, buta state-

Residents of Ottawa, Kan.

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THE LOCOMOTIVE BROTHERHOOD, 


B. W. Vedder, Chairman of the Grievance 
Committee, Talks About the Order. 


B. W. Vedder, J. H. Fitsgerald, James Con- 
nors, the General Grievance Committee of the 
Gould Southwest System Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers, were at the La- 
clede this morning. They are in the 
city to see General Superintendent A. 
W. Dickinson of the Missouri Pacific, 


and Superintendent Horner of the Iron Moun- 
tain about passing accredited delegates to 
the Brotherhood Convention at Chicago, Oo- 
tober 19, over the Cquie Seem. Our visit 
isa formal matter, said Chairman Vedder, 

‘‘as it is usual for the roads to pass such rep- 

resentatives of ours and other orders with 
their wives when going to a convention. 
There are 1,016 engineers employed on the sys- 
tem, divided inthe Brotherhood into fitteen 
divisions. There are altogether 380 divisions 
in the order. The convention three years 
ago was held in New Orleans, two years ago in 
San Francisco and last year in New York. We 
shall try to get it for St. Louis next year. 
Each division sends one delegate to the con- 
vention, and most of the delegates take their 
wives, so there are between 500 and 800 persons 
to be entertained.’’ 

Are there any matters of importance to be 
discussed in the Chicago Convention?’’ 

None at all. There is always an amount of 
work to be done at every convention, but 
nothing of great importance. The Chief is 
elected for three years, and P. S, Arthur was 
elected last year at New York.’’ 

„„What is the relation now between the 
Brotherhood and the Knights of Labor?’’ 

There is no connection Whatever. During 
the creat Knight of Labor strike ofa year ago 
we found that some members of our order 
were also Knights of Labor and the interests of 
the two orders being separate, there were some 
complications. Wehad a contract with the 
Gould system which we had made with Mr. 
Hoxie in 1884, and which, with several minor 
changes, is still in force. Had we ne out 
with the Knights their strike would have had 
a better chance of succeeding, but our con- 
tract was as binding On us as on the 
railroad company, and in honor we 
could not leave our engines. Some en- 
gineers did break their contracts, but 
they were few. At the earliest opportunity 
after thatcrisis we passed a law prohibiting 
any member ofthe Brotherhood becoming a 
member of any other labor organization. Tue 
Knights are down on us now. 

Is there a quarrel between th® Brotherhood 
and the Knights in conseq@gnce?’’ 

No quarrel, only we do not affiliate with 
them. Weare friendly toall labor organiza- 
tions that act justiy.’’ 

Lou are satisfied with your contract?’’ 

We have no complaint to make. The con- 
tract was very carefully drawn up, and in 
agreeing to it we gave and took. The wages 
paid are not the highest in the country, nor 
the lowest. Wegotafair figure and agreed 
to it. The changes that have been made are 
of minor importance. Classification has been 
done away with. Every engineer on the road 
gets the same pay us every other one.“ 

is that fair?’’ 

It is much more fair to the workmen and 
the public than the classification system. 
Under the latter a second-class man would be 
put in a first-class man's place if emergency 
required, and then might be retained there 
because his pay would be smaller, though his 
efficiency would be less. Nowthat we have 
no classification we are very particular about 
the men we admit to our order, and although 
some are better than others all are good. The 
company gets the same amount of service 
from each of them, and pays the same rate of 
wages. The present management of the 
system approved the contracts without 
changes.

Seigel so considered himself, and the City 
Att rney walked him over to the hoodlum 


boxon Seventh and Elm streets. Howard, 
the saloon-keeper, followed them over 
and protested that Seigel was a 


friend of his and requested Butler not to lock 


bim up. The bold City Attorney then relented, 
and the whole party returned to the saloon, 
without the police chariot having been called. 


When they got back some friend of Seigel,who 


is described as smali, but a ‘‘dandy,’’ ex- 
pressed himself rather freely about Butler’s 
action, denouncing it in rr severe terms. 
The City Attorney listened to him fora while 
and then remarked: 

„ou had better shut up, or Iwill arrest 

ou. 

No you won't,“ was the reply; you are 
not big enough to arrest me.“ 

THE CITY ATTORNEY KNOCKED OUT. 

„I'll take you right now, said Butler, and 
he moved toward the little unknown. Some- 
how the latter did not budge an inch as the 
big City Attorney ae him, He stood 

erfectly still until Butler came within arm’s 

ength of him. Then he reached out. The 
weighty City Attorney fell with a crash 
to the floor. The little man’s fist had 
landed back of his ear. Butler 
arose somewhat surprised, but nothing daunt- 
ed. The little fellow was still there. As the 
City Attorney reached for him he received 
another blow, this time between the eyes, 
and his heavy body fell to the floor like a 
beeve. Then his antagonist walked calmly 
out of the saloon, leaving Butler ‘‘alone in his 
glory.“ What Constable Ed Murphy was do- 
ing all this time is not told in the story of the 
occurrence that is going the rounds. He ap- 
pears to have been entirely overlooked by the 
spectators. whose interest was centered on 
Butler.

The 
next heard from Butler was yesterday morn- 
ing. Then a telephone message was received 
at police headquarters informing them that 
the City Attorney bad fallen out of a bu 
and was in an unconscious condition. he 
message was received from a private party. 
An ambulance was telephoned for by the police 
to go for Butler and take him to his home. He 
seems to have got there, whether by ambu- 
lance or otherwise, and there he still is, con- 
siderably the worse for his little excursion. 

Constable Ed Murphy has been having more 
fun lately than one * man generally 
wants. A week ago last Saturday night a 
prominent young business man was compelled 
to knock him down in Faust’s saloon, on ac- 
count of continued insults which Murphy 
heaped upon the gentleman. The eye“ 
which he got that time was not as finished, 
from an artistic standpoint, as the one he se- 
cured while traveling with Mr: Butler yester-

Stock wheat 
decreased past week 37,000 centals.— New 
Orleans cleared 112,835 bu corn for Liverpool, 
Saturday. — Russian Wheat seems to 
thrive very well as a seed wheat in the north- 
west of Canada. The Canadian Department 
of Agriculture recently received reports from 
some farmers in the Northwest stating that the 
Russian wheat imported and sown last spring 
has been a complete success. The grain ripened 
in the space of three months, and gave a 
good yield of heavy, hard wheat, Thesuccess 
of this experiment settles the question, so it is 
considered, ot the value of Manitoba and the 
Northwest as a wheat-growing country, as 
this wheat ripens before the first frosts, which 
are so much dreaded,setin. In some cases the 
yield was 43 bu per acre, the grain being ready 
to cut a month earlier than the other qualities 
sown.——Moses Fraley has returned from 
his summer sojourn at the seaside. Speak- 
ing of the markets he said, I am a bear on 
wheat and corn, but am not short a five in this 
market, thoughIam short in Chicago.

IT WILL NOT BE REPRESENTED BY A CLUB 
IN THIS CITY. 


President Von der Ahe Under No Circum- 
stances Will Lend Himself to the Scheme 
—Am Absurd Idea—Chats With Promi- 
nent Parisian Knights of the Cue—Work 
on the Grand Circuit—Athietes Coming 
West—Joe Murphy's Performances— 
Sporting News and Notes—Gossip of the 
Diamond, 


For aspace of time covering the past two 
months small dispatches have been sent out 
spasmodically from towns of moderate size in 


the North and near West, bearing the intelli- 


gence thata newand gigantic scheme in base 
ball is on foot, and that a great Western 
League is in process of formation. This new 
league, it is said, will seriously interfere 
with the stability of the National League 
and the American Association and that by-

VISIONARY SALARIES, 

will be brought to bear for that especial pur- 
pose. The proposed composition of the 
league has been as variable as the specula- 
tions of the gentlemen who have started the 
Dall rolling. Tue latest intelligence in regard 
to the new League comes from St. Paul and 
the skeleton sketched out by the gentieman in 
the North is made up of Kansas City, Omaha, 
Des Moines, St. Paul,Minneapolis, Milwaukee, 
Chicago and St. Louis. 

It is further stated that the moneyed men at 


the back of the enterprise have not been inac- 
tive in their work and have already ‘‘seen’’ 
certain big base ball players, who regarded 
the scheme favorably and who are depended 
upon to come to the rescue atthe proper mo- 
mentoftime, There are one or twomen in 
this city who have given some attention to this 
matter and who were consulted earlier in the 
season, when the project was first brought 
out, as to the possibility of securing St. Louis 
asa circuit town.

Interesting Chats With French Masters of 
the Game. 


A Paris correspondent of the Pittsburg Dis- 
patch writes a billiard letter dated prior to 
the announcement that the Schaefer-Vignaux 
match was called off. In the letter he quote 
Rudolphe, who is speaking of Schaefer, as 
follows: 

Do I think he can beat Vignaux? Of course 
he can. He can beat any one. That is the 
way with you Americans; you don’t cure a 


straw for science or glory, but you are bound 


to make points, for points mean dollars. 


Vignaux has more precision in difficult shots, 
and he plays a steadier game, but he cannot 
begin to nurse the balls and runup a great 
score as Schaefer can. In France we love the 
game for itself, but in America the billiard 
— devote all their eneryies to this tick 
tack’ way of afin, 

lam spoiled for long runs by the fact that 
all my work has been in quite a different 
directions. For many years I have made a 
specially of billiard tricks, in which I use 
sometimes one cue, sometimes two, and I per- 
form a series of remarkable feats with the aid 
of my fingers only. I have given exhibitions 
all overthe world, and I claim to be unequaled 
by anyone. During the eight months which 
I spent in China my performance was wit 
nessed by the Emperor and all the 
high mandarins, who were con- 
cealed behind a screen, it being contrary to 
the custom for them to expose themselves to 
the gaze of ordinary mortais. Then I have 
piayed before the Mikado of Japan and the 
Shah of Persia, before Indian Princes and 
Russian noblemen, and often at President 
Grevy’s here in Faris. 

On the evening in question I had been seated 
near Piot, the celebrated left-hand player, 
who ranks next to hem among the French 
experts, andI asked him what he thought of 
Schaefer's chances inthe match with Vignaux, 
which will come off in October. 

A DARING EXPERT. 

Why, replied Plot, „1 think that 
Schaefer will be beaten to death. His game is 
very brilliant and daring, very pretty to look 
at, andalithat, but heis too irregular. He 
misses shots which a great player has no right 
to miss, and his score shows too many zeros, 
twos and threes. He makes strokes which 
Vignaux would never attempt, but he falle in 
shots which Vignaux could not miss. In 
short, if in the match he plays during one 
single evening as I have seen him play here 
he will be irredeemably lost. You may 
urge that there are moments when one can- 
not do one’s self justice, but Vignaux 
is an exception. He is always sure, always 
cooi—in a word, always Vignaux. Then Vig- 
naux has this advantage over his rival: he is 
in perfect practice; for, since buying bis bil- 
liard cafe four or five months ago, Vignaux 
has been obliged to play three hours a day or 
more to draw crowds to his establishment, 
and the resultisthathe is stronger at this 
moment than ever before.’’

It is curious how irregular heis. Toward the 
end of a match, when he is thoroughly 
warmed up, he will play a game which is not 
only faultless, but marvelous, and then sud- 
denly and with no apparent reason he will 
relapse into bad playing that is utterly 
unaccountable, I admit his superiority 
over me in delicacy of stroke and 
control over the bDbalis in nursing, but 
he lacks brililancy and certainty in some of 
the more difficult combinations.

I asked the ‘*‘Professor’’ what he thought 
of Schaefer’s style of play and he replied:
